eight miles wide, aid forty-six miles 
•round, with • wall one hundred feet 
high and thick enough for three 
oharioti abreast. Babylon was fitly 
mile* within tbe wilu, which wer« 
•etenty-five feet thiok and one hundred 
feet high, with one hundred brazen 
gates. 
The Temple of Diana, at 


Ephesus, was four hundred and twenty 
feet to the support of the roof—it was 
one hundred years in building. Tbe 
largest of the pyramids was four hun- 
dred and eighty feet in height, and 
eight hundred and fifty-three feet on 
the sides. The base covered eleven 
acrei. The stones are about sixty feet 
in length, and the layers are two hun- 
dred and eight.

The Temple 
of Delpbos was so rich in donations 
chat it was plundered Q^$50,000,000, 
ai>d the Emperor Nero carried away 
from it two hundred statues. The 
wa'ls of Rome were thirteen miles 
around.
